reasonable rectification involves some loss and some 
friction.

If it fails,

be unrestricted monopoly and laissez-faire, but such 
regulation and control of combinations as Germany and 
Japan are exercising and as certain thinkers a.re advo- 
cating or anticipating for the United States.
